Thirdly, he would have part of the Repreſentatives to 
be Temporary and in rotation, and part to be Conſtant and 
Permanent. Part muſt be Temporary, that the Perſons 
deputing (and theſe. are the main Body of the People) 
may be in continual uſe and enjoyment of this pleaſing 
Power: And that the Perſons deputed war have a freih 

ſenſe of their Duty to thoſe that intruſt them, and 
may more modeſtly uſe an Authority which they muſt 
ſhortly lay down. Alſo the more Men will in this 
way have hopes to get in, (and Hope is the great re- 
freſhment of the Soul, and keeps alive the better part 
of Mankind); which Men will by this means have the 
perpetual Exerciſe of an honourable and honeſt Ambi- 
tion: And will conſequently ſo behave themſelves, as 
to be thought worthy of the Peoples choice. Alſo in 
this way there will be a due Viciſſitude of Command- 
img and Obeying : which thing is much to be: regarded 
| in a Free State. On the other ſide, part of the Re- 
| preſentatives muſt be permanent: That Perſons of Merit, 
and above the Common Rate of People, and that have 
given ſufficient tryal of themſelves, may have a Port 
Which they at laſt may reſt in. Exempted. from the 
irkſome indecency of being always Candidates, and from 
| the bitterneſs of Repulſes : And ſettled in a more ele-

put things in order, which the Error of the Conſtitu- 
tion hath Diſcompoſed. Moteover tho ſome continue 
for Life, yet even theſe places lye fairly open to Peo- 
ples Hopes and Endeavours : Since the Dead Vacancies 
muſt be continually ſupplied by New Elections. 

. Fourthly, tho the State in the main be Repreſenta- 
tive, yet ſome part of it, and ſome Members of the 
Soverain Councel may be Hereditary. Who being no 
great Number in Compariſon of the Repreſentatives, 
the Government will not by this means be Excluſive. 
As it is in Venice, where they are all Hereditary. The 
Legiſlator did find, that this Hereditary Order was here 
neceſſary, in reſpe&t of the Peers. Who mult (as all 
others) be Gainers and not Loſers by the change of Go- 
vernment, and therefore they are to continue Hereditary 
as they were before. With this Advantage; That 
whereas: they were formerly, Peers of the Realm, un- 
der the Kings over-ſhadowing and over-whelming 
Greatneſs; they will now be Peers of a Free State, 
and have nothing to top them, or, drop upon them. 
So that. their Condition will be more Glorious then ever. 
Thoſe Men are truly great, then whom there is none 
greater. Moreover {ome {uch Proviſion muſt be made 
for that Order of leſſer Hereditary Nobility (that is 
Baronets) Inſtituted by one of their Late Kings, in imitation 
of England. | ; 

Fifthly the number of the Repreſeatatives mult be pro- 
portionate to the Eſtates, of thoſe that chooſe or {end them: 
As the ſaid Eſtates are Aſſeſſed in Publick Taxes. That 
ſo all Perſons and all Places may have a ſhare in the Power, 
according to their part of the Burden. Which is a way 
without deceit, and the moſt equal of all other. It were 
Impudence in any Men to demand more. What the Ache- 


ans did herein, we do not find- But it plainly appears,

that the Afizn Greeks did obſerve this Rule. For Strabo 
tells us, among other Examples, that in the Lycian Repub- 
lick there were three and twenty Cities or leſſer Commu- 
nities; whereof ſome had three Votes, ſome two, ſome one. 
And that they pay'd Taxes in the ſame Proportion. This 
is the way that De Wit ainvd at in Holland: That is, to have 
a Soverain Councel ; and the Provinces and Cities to ſend 
their number of Deputies, according to their Proportion of 
Taxes. And this is the way that our Long Parliament fol- 
lowed, in their accurate Frame of an equal Repreſentative. 
Which Cromwell found upon their Table, when he diffoly'd. 
them with Violence; and which he obſerv'd in his firſt 
Parliament. (But he ſoon found that ſuch a Parliament 
had too great a National Intereſt.) The molt Excellent 
Ariſtæus thought it expedient to eſtabliſh the like Or- 
der in the State of Noland. So that all Real Eſtates, 
(as Lands, Houſes, and the like) ſhould Fay Taxes and 
have suffrages, according to the Rent Which they do, 
or may yield. And that Eſtates Perſonal ſhould be re- 
garded as they are Equivalent to Land. e 
Sixthly, as the whole State is a Grand Corporation, 
ſo the Conflituting Parts of it (that is, the Counties 
and Hundreds) muſt be Corporations like wiſe; having. 
a neer Analogy to the Great one. I ſpeak not here of 
the Provinces, becauſe they are only Corporations to 
ſome Intents : Whereas the other are perfect ones. Tt 
theſe the Feople have the Government among them- 
ſelves : With Laws and Orders of their own making, 
and Magiſtrates of their own chooſing. Which is the 
Summ of Civil Liberty. And they have the Admini— 
tration of the Publick Law, in convenient meaſure. 
among themſelves alſo : Without which 'a Corporation. 
is not compleat. The Excellent Legiſlator heid it un- 


reaſonable, that while the whole was. free, the Parts 
{reuld

ſhould be in Servitude: And that the Gentlemen and 
Yeomen ſheuld not have the ſame Priviledges in the 
Counties and in the Hundreds, which the Tradeſmen. 
have in the Cities and Towns. He therefore deſired fo 
to Order Matters, that all forts of People might taſte 
the ſweetneſs of Living in Communities: So that white 
ſome are at the Helm in the greater Veſſels, others 
might be as well pleaſed to ſteer, the leſſer, or at leaſt 
to make ſome Figure in them. Here therefore are leſſer 
Communities within the greater ; And ſubordinate to 
them: That is, the Counties. to the Grand Councel of 
the Nation, and the Hundreds to the Counties. 

Seventhly, in all theſe Corporations or Communities, 
there muſt be a greater or Popular Councel, and a 
leſſer Councel or Senate. The greater Councel muſt 
have the Legiſlative Power of the Place: The leſſer 
(Which is clioſen by and out of the greater, and is ſtill 
a part ef it) muſt have the Executive. The greater 
doth reſolve and determine, but without Debate: The 
leſſer doth debate, and prepare, and propoſe. All Ele- 
Etions of Magiſtrates and Officers muſt be made by the 
Greater Councels. And all Elections muſt be performs 
by private ſuffrage, which is the true Conſerver of Li- 
berty. As for the having two Councels, we find it 
was the way of the Antient Germans: Of whom Tx 
citus ſaith thus. De minoribus rebus Principes conſult ant, 
de majoribus omnes: its tamen, ut ea quog; quorum penes 
Plebem arbitrium eft, apud Principes prætactentur. The 
laſt word is commonly Printed, pertractentur: But the 
other is clearer and better. The whole runs thus in Eng liſb. 


The ſmaller things are handled by the chitfs (or Senate); 
the greater by All, (or 'by the whole People Aſſembled in 
| Comncel). Tet fo, as that even thoje things that "are 
broazht to the Pe:ple (or Popular Councel), muſt be firſt

This Notion of two Councels hath been ſtumbled. 
upon by others. But it is beſt made out by a late 
Exgliſh Author, who hath left us the Modell of a 
Common wealth. But his Modell is meerly Demo- 
cratical : A Levelling ſordid Democracy. For he chiefly 
aims at Equality, which in plain Exgliſb is Levelling. 
However Ariſtaus and that Author agree, that there 
ought to be two Councels. Which thing is alſo found 
in our Ezgliſh Corporations, where they have Common 
Councels and Courts of Aldermen. But theſe Alder- 
men are uſually, all for Life, and the Common Coun- 
cels are all annual. If part of the Aldermen were an. 
nual, biennial, or triennial, and part of the Common 
Councel men were for Life; they would be to Ariſteus 

Eightly, the Legiſlator laid it down for a Rule; That 
all Publick Offices, Employments, and Charges, (from 
the higheſt to the loweſt), ſt ould be made Beneficial 
and Defirable. And that their Number ſhould not be 
ſparing. [In Venice they are almoſt without Number. 
That Men of every Condition may always have ſome- 
thing in chaſe, may have Marks to aim at, and Re- 


Wards before them (according to their degree) of their- 


Togenuity, Induſtry, Honeſty, and fair Carriage. 
And that conſequently they may ſo behave themſelves, 
as to be thought fit for theſe Places, and worthy of 
them. Which will infinitely promote the Induſtry, ex- 
alt the Genius, and refine the Manners of the Nation. 


It is confeſs'd., that the maintaining theſe Officers: 
coſt ſome Money. But the Excellent Ari ſtæus 
will People to. underſtand, that they muſt be 
content to be at ſome Charge, to maintain their Glo- 
rious Liberty in due manner. Moreqyer when the

For theſe are but Servants, while the others are Ma- 


ſters. Which is the difference between the Officers in a 
Free State, and thoſe in a Kingdom. In a State they 


are Maſters of the reſt, in a Kingdom they are one + 


Mans Servants. And whereas in a Kingdom they in- 
tend the Publick Buſineſs, as another Mans Buſineſs; in 


a State they intend it as their own. Here it may be

More- 
over the Legiſlator would not have his Officers to live 
in Luxury and Riot, and at high Expence ; but rather 
to be an Example of in” þ Which Vertue doth 
very much conduce to the well being of a State. 
* Tenthly, the Profit of Offices mum bear Propertion 
to the Places they regard, or to which they belong. It 
being againſt reaſon, that He that governs a ſmall, 
Hundred, or County, or City; ſhould have equal Ad- 
vantages with thoſe that govern great ones. Moreover 
in the leſſer Places the Candidates are fewer, and the 
Offices come to them caſier and oftener. They are alſo 
- diſcharged with leſs Labour. 1 
In the Eleventh place, the Legiſlator made it his 
Rule, and took great Care, that a due and fair regard 
be had to Riches. He well conſidering; that Wealth 
is a very turbulent thing, and the occaſion of great 
diſorders, when it hath not Authority and Preferments 
| anſwerable. But in truth the very Frame of the Go- 
vernment doth ſufficiently provide for Rich Men. For 
in an Ariſtocracy that is not excluſive, and where Digni- 
ties are conferr'd by Popular ſuffrage, Men of Eſtates 
| muſt riſe : there is no keeping them down. And there- 
| fore we ſee in our Ez2/;þ Corporations (where gene- 
rally the Government is of this kind) thoſe that have 
| Wealth do ſeldom fail, to have all the Dignities the 
Place affords. In the Roman State, Honours did attend 
upon Riches, as it were of Courſe and Right. He that

Twelfthly, the moſt Excellent Ariſtæus did allo take 
care and lay it down for a Rule, that Titles of Honour 
ſhould be Liberally beſtowed. For he did take notice, 
that in Eugland we are tco ſparing in this kind. The 
Title of Lord, or that which is equivalent, is given in 
other Countries to all that-are above the Condition ot 
the Vulgar. But how few have it here in England? 
Many a Gentleman in England is called plain Mafter 
ſuch a one, that hath a better Eſtate then moſt Forrain 
Counts and Marqueſſes. There was the ſame defect un- 
der Monarchy, in Nelazd. But our Legiſlator reſolv'd: 
to have this matter now mended ! And in his gew 
form of Goverment, he would have (befide other Dig- 
nities) ſome hundreds of Eark, and twice as many Ba- 
rons, with ſome Thouſands of Knights. [Who never-

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BIG That which was dene in Noland pan this nee 
f was 4 ſmall matter; in compariſon of what the Veneti- 
| ans did, when they brought their Repablick to the Form 
it it u in. Their Grand Council, or Governing Power, 
bad beem Elected annually by the People. But about four 
bunared years ago, a Grand Council ſo Elected, took 4 
Reſolution to perpetuate themſelves. And they aid it to 
fome purpoſe. For they Decreed and Ordained; That all 
the preſemt Members of the Grand Council, or that had 
been of it within four years before, ſhould in all after- 
times be the Grand Coancil, without farther EleFion ;; 
To them and all their Peſterity, Excluding all others. 
This cauſed bloody Contentions; but the Uſurpers in fine 
made good their Uſurpation. Aud they continue it to 
this day. So that by this means, the Nobles or Gentle- 
nen of Venice, (who are the Deſcendants of the firſt 
* Uſurpers) have engroſs'd the whole Power to themſelves, 
and the People have loſt their Liberty. 

A brief Account of this matter is in Briet's Geogra- 
phy. Monſicur Amelot treats of it more at large in his 
accurate Deſcription of the Venetian Republick. But 
the thing is moſt clearly made out in a curious Treatiſe 
which ue have in French, (but it was firft written in 
Italian) Intitulad, Examen de la Liberte originaire de 
Veniſe. 8 | 

But it is hardly poſſible that the Grand Council of No- 
land fpould perpetuate themſelves ; ſo as to Engreſs the 
whole Power, and Exclude the reft of the Nation. For 
beſide that the whole Nation would never endure it (who 
cannot be ſo eaſily Impoſed upon as the City of Venice); 

they would find inſuperable Difficalties within themſelves. 

This Council hath three Parts; Peers, Barons, and 
Knights, The Peers are Hereditary, the Barons for Life, 
and the Knights in rotation. And if any of *

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Doali deſire more Priviledge then they have, the other tu 
will never conſent. As for the Peers, they have notaing 
to deſire: being already as high as they can be.

Ard re Province of Whith it 
is the Capital, is much greater in value) than any of the 
reſt. Moreover the Law - buſineſs does not now come to 
it by fits and girds, as it did formerly; but holds all tlie
